SUNK LAST WEEK 
BY SUBMARINES 


14 Vessels of 1,600 Tons and 
Over, and 7 of Less Than 
1,600 Tons—Increase of 7 


Vessels Over the Previous 
Week. 


London, November 28.— Fourteen 
British merchantmen of 1,600 tons and 
over and seven of less than 1,600 tons 
were sunk by mines or submarines last 
week, according to the weekly ad- 
miralty statement, issued this evening. 
This is an increase of four vessels in 
the larger category over the number 
reported sunk in last week’s report. 

The admiralty statement follows: 

Arrivals, 2,058; sailings, 2,122. 

“British merchantmen over 1,600 tons 
sunk by mine or submarine, including 
one previously, fourteen; under 1,600 
tons, seven. 

“Fishing vessels sunk, none. 

“British merchantmen unsuccessfully 
attacked, including one previously, 
eight.” 

Last week’s admiralty report an- 
nounced the sinking of seventeen Brit- 
ish merchant vessels—ten of more than 


1,600 tons and seven of less tonnage. 

The week previously only one craft 
of 1,600 tons and over and five of less 
tonnage were sent to the bottom. 

Two Italian Ships Sunk. 

Rome, November 28.—Italian ship- 
ping losses due to submarine attacks 
during the week ended November 25 
were one steamer of more than 1,600 
tons, one under that tonnage and one 
small sailing vessel, it was officially 
announced today.

Gets $12,000 a Year 
As Her “Pin Money” 


Money Is Provided in Fund | 
From the Estate of Henry 
G. Freeman, Jr., Wealthy 


Lawyer. 


Philadelphia, November 28.—Twelve 
thousand dollars a year “pin money” 
for the wife of the*president of the 
United States or “the first lady of the 
land,” is provided in a fund from the 
estate of Henry G. Freeman, Jr., a 
wealthy lawyer, who died here recent- 
ly. The estate is valued at $2,000,- 
000 and upward. 

The will provides for various 
amounts for Mr. Freeman’s son and 
daughter and nieces and other rela- 
tives. When all the beneficiaries 
named in the will are dead the trus- 
tees are directed to set aside a sum 
sufficient to yield $12,360 a year, of 
which $12,000 shall be payable to “the 
lady termed ‘the first lady in the 
land,’” ‘That is the president of the 
United States wife, or anyone, repre- 
senting the president as such, should 
he not be married, or should die dur- 
ing his administration, the person so 
representing her and this shall con- 
tinue in force as long as this glorious 
government lasts. The $360 shall be 
the commission for the trustees and the 
fund shall be known as the “Henry G. 


GEORGIA COUNTIES 
ASK FEDERAL AID 
FOR THEIR ROADS 


At Meeting of State High- 
way Commission Over 40 
Counties Ask for Appor- 
tionment of Federal Road 
Appropriation. 


IMPROVE DIXIE AND 
OVERLAND HIGHWAYS 


Commission Withholds De- 
cision on Various Projects 
Until Engineers Can Make 
Tour of Inspection. 


- 


The basis for the utilization of the 
1918 and 1919 federal appropriations 
for public “highway improvement in 
Georgia was laid at the meeting of the 
state highway commission Wednesday 
when something more than forty coun- 
ties made formal application with the 
commission for apportionment of sums 
from the federal appropriations for the 
improvement of their roads. 

The Dixie Overland delegation was 
headed by Leland J. Henderson, of Co- 
lumbus, secretary of the association. 

One of the important projects pro- 
posed to the commission is the appli- 
cation of Charlton county for aid in 
the improvement of its link of the 
Dixie highway. 

Charlton represents’ practically the 
last barrier to motorists on the entire 
length of the Dixie highway from Chi- 
cago to Miami. Passage through the 
Cumberland mountains seems assured, 
and great improvement has been made 
on the highway in north Georgia coun- 
ties. The work which the commission 
proposes to do at once on the Atlanta- 
Macon section of the Dixie highway 
will place that uncomfortable link in 
first-class shape. From Macon to Way- 
cross the Dixie highway is already in 
good condition. Ware county has al- 
ready approved the improvement of 
the Dixie highway from Waycross, 
southward to the Ware-Pierce line. 

Eliminate Sand Road. 

There is a stretch of. very bad sand 
from the Ware-Pierce line through 
Pierce and Charlton counties to the St. 
Marys river, which forms the Georgia- 
Florida state line. The application of 
Charlton county for aid in improving 
the Dixie highway through her terri- 
tory would eliminate all of this sand 
waste in Georgia, with the exception 
of the Pierce county link, which is only 
five or six miles long. 

Pierce county has not made applica« 
tion for federal aid: The action of 
Charlton county, however, lends a ray 
of hope for the solution of the sand 
problem on the lower end of the Dixie 
highway in Georgia. , 

A bridge has already been provide 
for the St. Marys river. Nassau coun- 
ty, Florida, with a few more miles of 
sand to be eliminated, stands between 
the St. Marys river and the fine brick 
roads of. Duval county and the city of 
Jacksonville. 

Further possible improvement of the 
Dixie highway is contemplated in the 
application of Catoosa county for aid in 
the improvement of a highway through 
that county. Catoosa submits two 
routes, either of which may be selected, 
and one of which is that of the west- 
ern division of the Dixie highway 
through that county. 

To Construct Bridge. 

Thomas county filed an application 
for $20,000 for the construction of a 
bridge on the Dixie highway over the 
Ochlochnee river. 

The commission has not made any 
decision as to what projects -it will 
approve and will not come to any de- 
cision until its engineers have made 
a personal tour of inspection of the 
roads which the several counties pro- 
pose to improve with federal aid.

Both British and Germans

The Germans 
apparently gave quick acquiescence to 
the proposal of the Russians for an 
armistice looking to an ultimate peace, 
for only a few hours intervened be-

Stockholm, November 28.—While in- 
dications are lacking in the current 
German comment as to what the re- 
sponse to the central powers to the 
Bolsheviki peace proposals will be 
press utterances indicate that there 
are already many Germans who are 
convinced Nikolai Lenine’s doctrines 
would upset the political and social 
systems of all the nations of the world 
and bring a peace which would prove 
to be a Greek gift. 

One of Germany’s ablest writers on 
Russian affairs, ans Vorst, writing 
in The Tageblatt, of Berlin, raises a 
warning against the delusion that the 
Bolsheviki peace program corresponds 
with the program of the central powers. 

‘No party in Germany,” he says, 
“would be willing to subscribe to such 
& program. The independent socialists 
have no right to consider themselves 
representatives of the same ideas as 
Comrade Lenine, who continuously con- 
demns them as opportunists.” Herr 
Vorst points out that the Bolsheviki 
demand for the freedom of all nations 
“regardless of their degree of civiliza- 
tion or geographical situation,” in- 
volves the condemnation and overthrow 
of every nation’s colonial policy. The 
Bolsheviki realize that their kind of 


Peace is possible only after a social 
revolution in all countries, he adds, 


but they do not realize that it would ; 


also be impossible then. 


The German government, Herr Vorst | 


continues, has taken the standpoint 
that it does not intend to interfere 
with the internal affairs of other coun- 
tries, but Lenine, on the contrary, 
wishes to overthrow the social! struc- 
ture of the whole world, and the peace 
negotiations are for him and his fol- 
lowers only a means to this end.

TO EXPLOMT SUCCESS 


British Military Director | 
Maurice Says the Drive at 
Italy Has Definitely Fail- 
ed — Cambrai Battle Not 
Decided. 


London, November 28.—‘“It is now 
time to say definitely that the crisis 
in Italy has passed,” said Major Gen- 


in an interview today. 

General Maurice said there had been 
no important movement of German 
troops from the Russian front. 

“Our troops are now in sight of 
Jerusalem,” said General Maurice, “but 
the Turks have had time to get up re- 
serves and make a stand and it is 


without another definite battle. 

“The meaning of the recent lull on 
the Palestine front is that we must get 
up fresh troops, guns, supplies and 
munitions for that battle.” 

Italian Army Stopped Teutons. 

General Maurice discussed the situa- 
tion on various fronts with the Asso- 
ciated Press. “The passing in the cri- 
sis on the Italian front,” he said, “was 
due entirely to the efforts of the Ital- 
jan army. 

“Anglo-French troops are now avail- 
able in sufficient quantities to satisfy 
us that the situation is secure.” 

General Maurice pointed out that 
German inability to exploit the Italian 
disaster could be regarded as signifi- 
cant of Austro-German weakness. 

“The results which the Germans at- 
tained in their first attack,” he said, 
“were due solely to the _ successful 
propaganda among the ignorant sol- 
diers of the uneducated peasant class. 
This success far exceeded any German 
expectations. But, having gained this 
success, it would be expected that the 
Germans would do all possible to ex- 
Ploit it. They have been able to do 
nothing beyond following up the Ital- 
jan retirement. Even now there is no 
sign anywhere of the vast German rein- 
forcements which it might naturally be 
expected Germany would rush up to 
strike a decisive blow at the enemy. 
Why? My only answer is they are 
not there, because Germany is unable 
to send them. She is unable to ex- 
ploit the opportunity offered.” 

Cambrai Battle in Melting Pot. 

Of the western front he said: ‘The 
battle of Cambrai is etill in the melt- 
ing pot. The attack was a great suc- 
cess. The British in this case had 
no definite objectives. We intended 
to wet as far as we could, and I can 
tell you we established ourselves a 
deal farther than Field Marshal Haig 
expected. 

“The actual positions captured were 


very interesting, showing the tremen- 
dous amount of work put in on the 
triple Hindenburg line by the German 
soldiers. Each ise was defended by 
strong trenches, dug-outs, tunnels and 
a triple line of barbed wire, each line 
fifty to sixty yards th depth. The vil- 
lages behind the line had beneath 
them great chambers which it would 
be slander to call dug-outs; they were 


rovided with elec- 
tricity, water supply, sewers, drying 
rooms and kitchens, All the earth ex- 
cavated from these places had heen 
deposited inside the houses so’ from 
airplines the villages appeared always 
perfectly normal. These underground 
villages were absolutely shell-proof and 
bomb-proof.”’ '

On both 
sides of the Scarpe there was increased 
fighting activity. 

‘On the battlefield near Cambrai a 
rey ¢ artillery duel at daybreak herald- 
ed attacks which the British, with divi- 
sions freshly browght up, directed 
against Bourlon, Fontaine and our ad- 
joining positions. West of Bourlon 
the enemy’s attacking waves and the 
tanks preceding them collapsed under 
our fire. Between Bourlon and Fon- 
taine the enemy, after many fruitless 
assaults, penetrated our defense zone. 
— and Fontaine were temporarily 
ost. 

“The British troops, which were 
greatly thinned by desperate house- 
to-house fighting, encountered a coun- 
ter thrust by our infantry. Brought 
in an encircling movement and directed 
with spirit, our troops retook the vil- 
lages in a magnificent assault and 
threw back the enemy into Bourlon 
wood. More than two hundred pris- 
oners and numerous machine guns re- 
mained in our hands. The heavy artii- 
lery fire decreased with nightfall. Lo- 
cal infantry engagements continued 
into the night. 

“Front of the German Crown Prince: 
Prisoners were left in our trenches 
northeast of Tahure as a result of an 
unsuccessful enterprise by the French. 
On the east bank of the Meuse there 
was an increase in the artillery ac- 
tivity In the morning. It diminished 
fram midday onwards. 

“Front of Grand Duke _ Albrecht: 
Northeast of Nomeny strong French 
detachments pressed forward against 
our lines.

FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN RAID. 


Paris, November 28.—Enemy raids at 
St. Quentin and the Chaume wood were 
repulsed, according to the official an- 
nouncement made by the war office 
today. The text of the statement reads: 

“In the region of St. Quentin we 
easily repulsed two enemy raids. Our 
patrols operating west of Tahure and 
in the neighborhood of Samogneux 
brought back prisoners, including an 
officer. A raid attempted against our 
posts west of Chaume wood failed: 

“It is confirmed that our attack of 
November 21 against the German posi- 
tions around Juvincourt resulted in 
very heavy losses to the enemy. The 
number of prisoners taken by us in 
that affair was 476: we also captured 
thirteen machine guns, three trench 
cannon, three grenade throwers and 
400 rifles.”’ 

The statement by the war office to- 
night reads:

{may cause immediate induction into 


military service and will operate as a 
waiver of any right or privilege which 
might otherwise have been claimed. 

General Crowder pointed out that all 
previous exemptions are revoked under 
a section of the regulations, which 
reads: 

“All exemptions and discharges made 
prior to noon on December 15, and all 
certificates in evidence thereof, are 
hereby revoked from and after noon 
on December 15, and any such certifi- 
cates theretofore issued shall have no 
further validity. 

“In any case of deferred classifica- 
tion made under these rules and regu- 
lations, the secretary of war may order 
such deferred classification, and any 
certificate issued in evidence thereof, 
to be revoked and rescinded, and the 
registrant to be transferred to any 
less deferred class designated by the 
secretary, except only as to such reg- 
istrants as have been placed in class 
five on account of legal exemption.” 

On its part, the local board is to do 
everything possible to acquaint regis- 
trants with their order of liability. It 


is absolutely necessary that each reg- 
istrant shall know his order number. 
The board is to mail to registrants no- 
tices of its actions concerning them of 
any duties that they are required to 
perform and notice of its disposition of 
the claims of other persons regarding 
registrants shall be mailed to the reg- 
istrant and the other persons as well.

This deposition was read to the jury. 
District Attorney Charles R. Weeks 
pointed out material differences in the 
two accounts of the scene in DeSaulles’ 
living room when the shots were fired, 
but on three main points he was unable 
to move Miss Monteau from her first 
narrative. 

“Mrs. DeSaulles told me to go with 
her—that she was going over to ‘The 


Box’ to get little Jack,” said the maid,' 


in reference to her mistress’ purpose in 
making the trip. The prosecution

THE ALLOTMENTS FOR DEPENDENTS 
GO INTO EFFECT FOR THE FIRST TIME 
AT THE NOVEMBER SOLDIERS’ PAY 


Allotments for dependents will go 
“Into effect for the first time at the No- 
vember pay and officials at Camp Gor- 
don are giving a great deal of attention 
to the details at this time. 

The svstem of allotment for iInde- 
‘pendents is worked entirely through 
the war department oficials at Wash- 
ington, and the only thing that the 
Camp Gordon officials have to do in 
the matter is to get the facts from the 
individual soldier. These are forward- 
ed to Washington and from then on 
the war department handles thé dis- 
patching of checks and all matters per- 
taining to the compensation. 


Information Ax to Allotments. 


The following information has been 
issued by the war department in regard 
to the allotment system: 

Allotment of pay is compulsory as to 

‘wife, to former wife divorced and not re- 
married to whom alimony has been Go:teed, 
and to unmarried child under age 18 (or cf 
any age if the child is permanentiy helpless 
mentally or physically), and the amount of 
the allowment will be deducted monthly 
from your pay and added to their allew- 
ance. In order that this deduction may be 
made properly. you must fill cut the part 
of the form referring to these dependents. 
- The amount of this allotment shall equal 
the family allowance hereinafter specified 
except that it shall not be more ‘than one- 
half your pay, or less than $15. If there 
he an allotment for a wife or child, a dl- 
vorced wife shall be entitled to an allow- 
ance out of the difference, if -any, between 
the allotment for the wife or child, or both, 
and one-half the pay. 

Marriage will be conclusively presumed 
if you have lived together tn the openly 
acknowledged relation of husband and wife 
during the two years previous to April 6 
1917, or to your entry into active service. 

Give full name of a married woman, as 
wife or mother, in the form “Sarah Jane 
Smith’’ or “Sarah Brown Smith,” instead 
of “Mre John William Smith.” 

“Child” includes child legally adopted 
before April 6, 1917, or more than six 
months before enlistment, whichever date 
is the later; stepchild, if a member of your 
household: and certain fllegitimate chil- 
dren.

If any child is permanently helpless, 
write in remarks column “Helpless.” 


How to Be Waived. 


These allotments may be waived upon 
written consent of wife or divorced wife, 
supported by satisfactory evidence as to her 
ability to support herself and shildrea, 

You may allot whatever amount you 
wish from your pay remaining after de- 
ducting the compulsory allotments, if any, 
to such person or persons as you direct, 
subject. however, to regulations prescribed 
by the secretary of war or the secretary of 
the navy. 

Allotments are not compulsory toward the 
support of parents (including grandparents 
and stepparents whether of the man cr 
the wife), grandchildren, brothers and sis- 
ters, whether of the whole or the half 
blood or through adoption, or stepbrothers 
and stepsisters, but must be made, urless

TEACHING FOREIGNERS ENGLISH | SIDELIGHTS ON THE UNIFORMED BOYS; 
YOUNG FLORIDIAN TO LEARN TO FLY

One of Professor Souby’s educational 
staff at Camp Gordon in a close-up 
English class. The three soldiers are 
of three different nationalities and 
when they came to Gordon they _ not 
only could not speak a word of Eng- 
lish, but didn’t know that the letter 
“A” was the starting point in the 
alphabet. The young Italian, to the 
instructor’s left, can now read simple 
English sentences, understands thor- 
ougly the commonplace conversational 
expressions, and is keen to learn. This 
is plainly evident by his intentness, as 
shown in the photograph flashed in the 
barrack building by The Constitution 
photographer when neither teacher nor 
pupils were looking. 

There is perhaps a hundred of such 
classes going every night at Camp Gor- 
don. Many of them are large classes, 


| with a score or more boys in the same 


classwork. A close-up class of three 
or four is only necessary when the 
pupils are absolutely ignorant of the 
very rudiments of the language, and as 
soon as they advance a little, the num- 
ber in the class is increased. In this 
work a large inumber of the soldiers 
and many officers are acting as teach- 


ers. It is all done with a system so 
that the best results can be obtained. 
This English classwork is different, of 
course, from the various French classes 
which are being taught by Atlanta men 
and women, furnished by Professor 
Wardlaw. 

Some time ago an appeal was made 
for Lapbaigarsd | English books for the il- 
literate and foreign element among the 
soldiers. The eagerness shown by the 
boys in this picture for the rudiments 
of an English education, so that they 
may become more efficient soldiers in 
an army of English-speaking men, com- 
manded by English-speaking officers, 
is 80 aig {peerage | that any little sacrifice 
to help these boys learn the language 
of their adopted country will be a happy 
and a worthy privilege. 

The educational program at Camp 
Gordon is a big one—it is an important 
one. Professor Souby, who is a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Middle Ten- 
nessee college at Murfreesboro, is di- 
recting it with marked ability, and he 
has in the faculty of this great Amer- 
ican university some of the nation’s 
most prominent university and college 
instructors. 


QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


Thrift and War Savings Stamps—and the 
Plan for Their Use.

Editor Atlanta Constitution: Please 
explain in your Camp Gordon news the 
plan of the government’s thrift and war 
savings stamps, Have heard a good 
deal about it, but no one seems to 
know definitely the details.

Answer. 

You purchase a thrift stamp for 25 
cents, and paste it on a thrift card. 
Such thrift card is furnished you when 
you buy a thrift stamp. It has spaces 
for sixteen such stamps. : 


War Savings Stamps. 


As soon as your thrift card is filled 
you can acquire a war savings stamp. 
Then your money begins to earn inter- 
est at the rate of 4 per cent. com- 
pounded quarterly. You can also ob- 
tain same by outright purchase for 
cash. The price of these war savings 
stamps varies, depending on the time 
when you acquire them. During. De- 
cember, 1917, and January, 1918, it is 
$4.12. After that time it increases 1 
cent each month during the year 1918. 


The difference between your thrift 
card, which represents $4, and the price 
of a war savings stamp you pay in cash. 
That means if you acquire a war sav- 
ings stamp in December, 1917, or Janu- 
ary, 1918, you hand over your thrift 
card and pay 12 cents additional. In 
February, 1918, you Will have to pay 13 
cents additional, and so on, an increase 
of 1 cent per month. This difference 
and increase represent the interest 
earned, and are paid back at matur- 
ity. They mature January 1, 1923, when 
the government will pay $5 for each of 
such war savings stamps. 

With the purchase of the first war 


savings stamp you are furnished a 
war savings certificate. This certifi- 
cate has spaces for twenty war sav- 
ings stamps. You paste these stamps 
on this certificate which, when filled, 
represents $100 cash value on January 
1, 1923. 

If the twenty spaces on a war sav- 
ings certificate are filled during De- 
cember, 1917, or January, 1918, the 
cost of the purchaser will be $4.12 
for each stamp, or twenty times $4.12; 
that is, $82.40 for the full certificate. 
On the first day of January, 1923, 
the government will redeem such cer- 
tificate at $100. This means that the 
holder gets a net profit of $17.60 for 
the use of his money. 


Cash Surrender Value. 


Should you unexpectedly need cash 
money, you can get it by surrendering 
your war savings certificates, either 
filled or partially filled. The govern- 
ment will pay back to you what you 
paid for it plus the interest increase 
of 1 cent per month for each war 
savings stamp on the certificate. A 
table of the cash surrender value is 
printed on the back of a war savings 
certificate. It is expected, however 
that this privilege will be exercise 
only in cases of necessity. 

The stamps and certificates can be 
obtained from postoffices, banks or 
trust companies, most railroad  sta- 
tions, stores, factories, within your 
own clubs, societies and organizations 
and at many other public places duly 
authorized. 

Having the entire wealth of the 
United States back of them, and being 
redeemable as above stated, depre- 
ciation in value of either war savings 
stamps or war savings certificates is 
out of the question.

Solomon was made king of the great- 
est kingdom in the world when he was 
still a young man, but he had his father 

help him and advise him. He had 

Owledgé and wisdom such as no 
ruler ever had before or has ever had 
since. He had an invincible army that 
he had only to command and it would 
obey. He had only to express a wish 
and it wae gratified. He had wealth 
such as man had never known before. 

When the Queen of Sheba came to

Evangelist Preached Strong 
Sermon Wednesday After- 
‘noon on “Fishers of Men.” 


Neither social service nor educa- 
tion can save this world, declared 
Billy Sunday Wednesday afternoon, 
but good old-time religion alone 
can rescue humanity from sin. His 
sermon on “Fishers of Men” fol- 
lows: 


Mary, first chapter and 16th verse, 


ers of men.”’ 

“Jesus did not say, ‘Follow Me and I 
will make you feeders of sheep.’ In 
many churches nine-tenths of the ex- 


pended energy is in feeding the sheep. 
Fifty weeks in the year are spent in 
preaching to sheep in the church and 
two weeks to the people outside. 


“Some one says, ‘The sheep need to 
be fed, don’t they?’ Surely, but the 


best way to feed the ninety-and-nine 
is to forget them and go out after the 
one that is lost. 


“The church that spends all of its 
time conserving its doctrine and mem- 
bership may become an evangelical 


church, but not an evangelistic church. 
The church that is simply evangelical 
is the church on ice—the chuch that is 
evangelistic is the church on fire. 


“A Ghurch couldn’t be evangelistic 
without being evangelical, but a church 
could be evangelical without being 


“There are 
members who seem to think the preach- 
ers sole duty ig to provide them with 


predigested religious food, which from 
Sunday to Sunday they may be able 
& themselves relieved of 
the process of mastication and diges- 
tion. That’s the reason so many 
take this attitude toward the ministry 
die of fatty degeneration of the soul. 

Jesus did not, ‘Follow Me and 
will make you feeders of goats,’ and 
yet certain men seem under the de- 
lusion that the one great task of re- 
ligion is to take the goat, to feed and 
cultivate it that he will ultimately be- 
come sheep in the master’s flock. You 
cannot convert a goat into a sheep by 
any process of diet or culture. 

“No Cookie Route.” 

“The thousand and one makeshifts 
the people now wse in the place of 
atonement are well and good in their 
Place, but their place is not Mere. You 
cannot bathe anybody into the king- 
dom of God. You cannot give people 
a cracker, a cookie, a plate of soup 
and cup of coffee and get them into 
the kingdom. You cannot change their 
heart by changing their sanitation. 


“I have no quarrel with social serv- 
ice, education or the institutional 
methods in which the modern church 
enages, provided such work is not put 
in the place of the real work of the 
kingdom, that of saving souls. 

-“If I have to yank down my stand- 
ard because you let these things inter- 
fere with your belief in the atonement, 
we'll fight right there. If I have to 
yank down my methods of preaching 
to please some old chap with his collar 
buttoned in the back of his neck, then 
I'll stop. Y’ll go out and sweep the 
streets for a living before I’ll do that: 


“T have never been in sympathy with 
a Y. M. C. A. with a bililard room. I’m 
for the Y. M. C. A. and think dt’s one 


of the best institutions on the face of 
the earth, but I’m against«the billiard 
room. I consider a billiard room or a 
pool room the second cousin of a sa- 
loon. I’m for the gymnasiums and the 
libraries andi the swimming pools, but 
I’m against the billiard and pool games. 


“It's an entirely good Christian thing 
to give the down-and-outer a bath, a 
bed and a job—it fs an entirely Chris- 


itian thing to establish and maintain 
schools and universities, but the road 
into the kingdom of God is not by the 
bathtub, the university, the gymnasium 
or sotial service, but by the blood-red 
road of the cross of Christ. 

“Someone says human nature is rad- 
ically good, that the power to uplift 
and ability to rise to the highest ex- 


cellence is independent of any exter- 
nal force—something inherent within 
us. The Bible declares that human na- 
ture is radically bad, and that the pow- 
er to uplift is purely external. Man 
has not the power to suppress vice ex- 
cept as he develops virtue. That pow- 
er is not in any man or woman or sys- 
tem. It is not in Harvard, Yale, Prince- 
ton, Milton, Bacorm Shakespeare or 
Emerson, but by the blood-red road of 
Calvary. 
Remedy for World’s Woes. 

“On comes the statesman. He says 
the remedy for the world’s misery and 
woe is to change conditions by wise 


universal system of government. He 
assumes that vice flows from ignorance 
and economic conditions: that virtue 
is the offspring of knowledge and piee-. 
ty. It is in the power of constitution 
and laws to restrain and protect, brt 
not to change man’s nature. The law 
can punish for breaking the law, but

Publicity Manager From 
Washington Explains the 
Method of Sale of Savings 
Certificates to Inculcate | 
Thrift in America. 


country next Monday, December 3, and | 
Which has for its purpose the teaching | 
of thrift to Americans and the raising! 
of a $2,000,000,000 fund, is the greatest 
movement of the kind ever undertaken 
in North America, Harry M. Lasker, 
publicity manager of the war-savings 
thrift movement, told the committee in 
charge of the campaign for Georgia 
in his speech at the governor’s mansion 
Wednesday afternoon at 4:30 o’clock. 

The government, Mr. Lasker sald, an- 
ticipates making 30,000,000 sales in 
20,000,000 homes through 30,000 agen- 
cies. In explaining the purpose of the 
movement, he said the government pur- 
ported to teach thrift to the American 
people through the medium ‘of thrift 
stamps and war-savings certificates. 
The actual raising of the fund is sec- 
ondary, he said. 

‘Had the government desired merely 
to raise a maximum amount of funds,” 
he said, “through issuance of thrift cer- 
tificates they would be offered to large 
finanéeial institutions and wealthy in- 
vestors in any quantities and they 
would be bought, possibly from a 
selfish viewpoint, in much larger 


amounts than they purchased Liberty 
bonds. For this reason a maximum of 
$1,000 worth of stamps is all that can 
be sold to each individual.’ 

Explains the System. 

In explaining the system of the move- 
ment and the interest to be derived, he 
said thrift stamps, selling at 25 cents 
each, would be placed on sale next 
Monday. The thrift stamps in them- 
selves have no value, but when ex- 
changed for war-savings certificate 
stamps, dividends would be awarded ac- 
cording to the value of the certificate. 
On the purchase of each of the 25-cent 
thrift stamps, he said, a thrift stamp 
ecard will be furnished, on which they 
may be pasted. After sixteen stamps 
have been acquired they may be ex- 
changed when accompanied by a cash 

ayment between twelve.and twenty- 
ive cents, for a $5 certificate stamp. 


value. 

Bookkeeping had been eliminated in 
the campaign, Mr. Lasker said, by de- 
vising the system of graduate interest. 
The campaign will last until January, 
1923, and during the first twelve 
months the value of the stamps will be 
increased one cent every month from 
original value—$4.12. From the value 
of $4.71 in December, 1922, he said, 
the value of each stamp would jump to 

5. The campaign will last during 
1918. A remarkable feature of the 
movement is the fact that war-savings 
certificate stamps can be cashed, on 
ten days’ notice, for the principal and 
interest. For this reason, Mr. Ker 
said, it offers more as investment for 
thrift than any certificate ever before 
issued “this side of the waters,” It is 
the only certificate, he pointed out, ever 
issued in the United States that can 
only appreciate in value, since the gov- 
ernment, on demand, will practically 
return principal plus interest earned. 

‘The movement is really based on the 
foundation of all socialistic ideas—to 
help men help themselves—and is the 
only way that they can help to bring 
about a greater distribution of wealth 
and savings,” he said. “Which nets 
down to the fact that this is the grea*- 
est and most wonderful social work 
ever launched. 

‘Unlike the Liberty bond, this move- 
ment tends to community upbuilding 
through the strengthening financially 
and morally of its citizens. England 
has issued $600,000,000 worth of thrift 
stamps. During the period of the sales

The Problem of Pay. 

A greater part of the American mer- 
chant marine already is engaged in 
overseas service and virtually all of the 
new ships coming from the ways will 
be put into the trade.

lice and coroner’s records too frequently 
attest—it is a simple thing for anyone to 
walk into a drug store, plank down the 
price, and walk out again with enough sure 
death in his pocket to slaughter a small 
army. Any fifteen-year-old schoolgirl, in a 
fit of rage or of umbrage at a disappoint- 
ing schoolboy lover, can hie herself to the 


‘nearest pharmacy and get the wherewith 


to “end it all,” and no questions are asked. 

Suicides are altogether too frequent. In 
the majority of cases in which the job was 
bungled, or in which the poison taken is‘ of 
a slow-acting sort, the would-be self roy- 
er repents in the hospital and confesses that 
the drug was taken during a temporary 
state of irresponsibility, due to rage, jeal- 
ousy, despondency, homesickness, grief, 
etc. Many a potentially good and useful 
career is cut short in this way, many a 
promising life is either cut short or perma- 
nently blighted, because of the laxity of our 
laws with respect to the sale of poisonous 
drugs and acids. 

Such an ordinance as Councilman Coch- 
ran’s, enacted and rigidly enforced, undoubt- 
edly would be the means of saving many 
lives during the course of a year, and it 
ought to pass.

With the hog crop ripening and the 
syrup kettles boiling, this part of God’s 
country can. soon get along without 
worrying about the high price of bacon 
and sugar—at least in that portion of 
its population that lives in the country. 


That “lives in the country,” and that 
‘lives at home’”—money in bank from a 
home-raised food supply, and still supplies 
enough to “keep them going.”

McIntosh was worried through fear that 
2Brooks county farmers would sell their 
hogs to the packing plants and there 
would be a consequent shortage in 
Brooks count hams. Editor Daniels 
comes forward with the assurance that 
the farmers of Brooks will cure their 
own meat to the capacity of their farm 
plants and ship only the surplus of their 
hog crop. He gives the further infor- 
mation that the people of that cuounty 
marketed about $750,000 worth of meat 
the past season, and that already sev- 
red tea of hogs have been shipped 
this ‘ 


_And.so it goes, with the stock-raising in- 
dustry proving its case by the jingle of the 
dollars! 

Farmers curing their own meat, to the 
capacity of their own plants; “shipping only 
the surplus of their hog crop,” and yet mar- 
keting $750,000 worth of meat in a season! 

These are the farmers who not only have 
plenty at home, but will help to feed the 
nation.

Some Sidelights 
Of the Great War 


Standardized Valor. 
Why Men Won the V.C. 


BY BURLEIGH RUSHWOOD 


London.—There is a legend in the British 
army that a man was awarded the Distin- 


guished Service Order because he baked 
bread well for the troops. What he really 
did was something far finer, but the legend 
shows the difficulties surrounding the dis- 
tribution of honors for “service in the field.” 
This war has produced new standards, both 
of valor and of distinguished service, and 
it is interesting to trace in the “Gazettes” of 
the various combatant armies the level of 
achievement that is required of men before 
they can attain to the highest decoration 
of all. 

It is generally admitted that the most ex- 
elusive order of bravery in the world is 
the Victoria Cross. It is no exaggeration 
to say that hundreds of men in the British 
army have performed feats in this war that 
in lesser campaigns would have been ac- 
knowledged by the conferment of the V. C., 
but the standard of valor that will win it 
has been raised higher and higher as the 
war progressed in order that the number of 
crosses bestowed should not become unduly 
large. OD. S. O.’s Military Crosses and Mil- 
itary Medals in thousands have been pinned 
on the breasts of brave men, but the little 
band of V. C. heroes is still less than 400 
in number. 

One way in which the V. C. standard has 
been fixed is by originality in valor. The 
V. CG was awarded to Flight Lieutenant 
Warneford, the first man to destroy a Zeppe- 
lin in midair, and also to Lieutenant Leefe 
Robinson, the first man to bring down a 
Zeppelin in flames in England. Those who 
emulated the feat subsequently had to. be 
content with the D. S. O., and even as I 
write I notice that the standard has been 
put lower still and. the Military Cross is 
now the award. 

In the same way the young naval officers 
who first penetrated the Dardanelles and 
the Sea of Marmora in the Gallipoli cam- 
paign, Norman Holbrook, Martin Nasmith 
and Courtney Boyle, all received the V. C. 
They were pioneers. Their valor was shown 
not so much in achieving success as in es- 
saying the feat at all. Those who followed 
where they had led were equally successful 
—but the degree of valor required of them 
was less. 

How Victoria Cross Ig Awarded. 

It is commonly but erroneosuly supposed 
that the V. C. is awarded only for ‘Saving 
life under fire. The multitude of instances 
of valor of that sort during the war would 
long ago have swamped the lists if the V. C. 
were given for it. There are, however, oc- 
casional instances of it, one of the most 
beautiful of them being the case of Lieu- 
tenant W. Dartnell of that corps of adven- 
turers, the Legion of Frontiersmen. 

It was in East Africa, during a mounted 
infantry engagement, that some German 
black troops made a sudden swoop on the 
little British force, and it was found impos- 
sible to get the more severely wounded away. 
Lieutenant Dartnell himself was wounded in 
the leg and was lucky enough to be carried 
off the field, but when he realized the situa- 
tion he insisted on being left behind. He 
knew that the German black troops mur- 
dered the wounded and he hoped that he 
might be able to save the lives of some of 
the wounded, since he would still hold a re- 
volver. “He gave his life in a gallant at- 
tempt to save others” is the epitaph offi- 
cially accorded to him in the grant of a 
posthumous V. C. 

Another feat that has won the V. C., not 
only in this war, but in others, is the calm- 
ness under fire that rallies a wavering bat- 
talion. In British army annals the story 
of Piper Findlater at Dargai ranks high 
among such feats, but it is matched by the 
conduct of Piper D. Laidlaw, of the Scottish 
Borderers, at Loos. During the worst of 
the bombardment when the attack was about 
to begin, Laidlaw, seeing his company some- 
what shaken from the effect of gas, mounted 
the parapet with absolute coolness and dis- 
regard of danger and marched up and down 
playing his pipes. The effect was instan- 
taneous; the company, dashed out to the at- 
tack and Laidlaw played them on until he 
fell wounded. 

Use of Gas Wins the Honor. 

Gas, Which is an innovation in war, has 
led to the winning of one or two V. C.’s, One 
of the engineers, Corporal J. L. Dawson, 
won his under extraordinary circumstances. 
A gas attack had been launched by the Ger- 
mans at Hohenzollern redoubt and Dawson 
found three leaking gas cylinders near a 
trench that the British were pouring into. 
He rolled them away under heavy fire and 
fired rifle bullets jnto them to get rid 
of the gas quickly, and there is no doubt 
that his cool gallantry saved many men 
from that most awful of fates—being gassed. 

The British forces had scarcely been more 
than ten days.ip the field when a ssuards- 
man set an example of valor that deservedly 
‘won the V. C. and has never since been 
matched. Lance Corporal G. H. Wyatt, of 
the Coldstreamers, was at Landrecies on the 
night of August 25, 1914, when part of his 
battalion was hotly engaged at thé end of a 
street close to some farm buildings. It was 
of the utmost importance to the great re- 
treat that that position should be held, and 
the Germans unable to turn out the guards 
by ordinary fire used incendiary bombs to 


' get ablaze the straw stacks in the farm- 


yard. Wyatt twice dashed out of the line 
under heavy fire from the enemy, who were 
only 25 yards away, and stamped out the 
incipient fires among the straw. If the 
fire had spread it would have been quite 
impossible for the handful of British troops 
to hold their position. 
Devotion to Duty Gains V. C. 

The extraordinary devotion to duty shown 
by wounded men also set up a very high 
standard for others to attain to if they are to 
win the V. C. Here are two widely differ- 
ent instances. Corporal Cotter, of the East 
Kent regiment, had his right leg blown off 
at the knee and was also wounded in both 
arms in the course of a German attack, but 
he made his way unaided to a crater fifty 
yards distant that his men were holding, 
though the ferocity of the bombardment was 
Shaking them. He steadied them, altered 
their positions to meet a fresh counter at- 
tack, and for two hours he held the posi- 
tion, When the attack had quieted down 
he at last allowed one of his comrades to 
dress his wounds roughly and then for an- 
other fourteen hours he cheerily held on to 
the position and saved a critical situation. 

The other case was in some ways even 
more amazing, for it involved physical ex- 
ertion that seems incredible in a wounded 
man. Private J. Miller, of the Lancashire 
regiment, was ordered to carry a message 
through heavy shell and rifle fire and bring 
back a reply. It was of the utmost impor- 
tance. Not only lives of men but the safe- 
ty of divisions hung on that message. A 
reply must be obtained at all costs. Miller 
started off and at one point he had to cross 
ope ground. He mo sooner ‘aft the 
shelter of the trench than he was shot in 
the back, the bullet coming out through his 
abdomen. He compressed with his hand the 
gaping wound, delivered his message, stag- 
gered back with a reply and fell at the 
feet of the officer to whom he delivered it. 

ese are some instances of the standard 
of valor that has been set up by the men 
who have been through the hell of war. 
This is the standard to which erican 
troops will have to attain to qualify for 
the American Victoria Cross when it is in- 


stituted.

Constitution Report of 
Augusta Contempt Hearing 
Was Correct, Says Estes 


Editor Constitution: My attention has 
been called to an article by W. W. Ballew in 
your issue of Sunday, November 25, in which 
he states that The Constitution’s report of the 
contempt hearing before Judge Speer in Au- 
gusta was incorrect. 

The communication is false on its face and 
is chatacteristic of Ballew. 

The Constitution’s report was correct. 

I was ruled in contempt on account of 
having a personal difference with Ballew in 
the district court for the southern district of 
Georgia. When the rule was ripe for hear- 
ing cOUnsel agreed to discharge the con- 
tempt proceedings and continue the restrain- 
ing order, and this agreement was approved 
by the court. This is all there was to the 
court proceedings, and it is exactly what 
The Constitution reported. 

I was perfectly willing to have the re- 
straining order continued, because I had not 
had and did not purpose having any diffi- 
culty with Ballew on account of the Smith 
case. 

What difficulty there was with Ballew oc- 
curred on account of correspondence between 
us which I construed as an insult to myself 
and my wife, and I expected to hold him ac- 
countable for it. 

He introduced the correspondence by so- 
liciting me in an improper and most unethi- 
cal manner to induce me and my wife to join 
the “Boatwright claimants” and to let him 
represent. us. 

Ballew had previously to that time come 
here from Texas last year to represent the 
Boatwright heirs as the next of kin on his 
mother’s side. He was informed that the 


next of kin on the male side—that is, the de- 
scendants of the brothers of Colonel Smith— 


were preferred to the next of kin on the ma- 
ternal side—that is, the collateral relatives 
of Colonel Smith’s mother—under the laws 
of Georgia, and he wrote an article in your 
paper accepting the fact and returned to 
Texas. 

He then undertook to get associated with 
the counsel for the administrators, that is, 
counsel who represented the Zadoc Smith 
group of heirs, but as he could not do this he 
seemed to become obsessed on account of the 
magnitude of the estate, to have some pro- 
fessional connection with it, and he com- 
menced a propaganda to stir up the Boat- 
wright heirs and get them involved in the 
litigation, on the ground that Colonel Smith 
was the illegitimate son of his mother, 
Phoebe Vaughn Mabry, before her marriage 
with Zadoc Smith, and his father was Gen- 
eral Robert Toombs. 

I had married a descendant of the Boat- 
wrights and in this connection Mr. Ballew 
opened a correspondence with me to induce 
my wife and myself to join the other Boat- 
wrights that he could marshal to intervene 
in the case. He wrote me, and I have the 
letters, urging and begging us to employ him, 
and went to the limit of saying that if I 
did not care to come out in the open I could 
apparently stay with the Zadoc Smith heirs 
and secretly employ him. 

Says Baliew Begged Employment. 

After several letters from him begging us 
t6é employ him, I declined to consider it, and 
so informed him. He then wrote me an in- 
sulting letter, saying that he would meet me 


} face to face and man to man, and if I was 


a gentleman I would retract my repudiation 
of him. This was the first time I have had 
an opportunity to meet him face to face, and 
I did it, 

I consider his effort to induce us to em- 
ploy him as indecent, and for. me to have 
complied with his.request would have been 
dishonorable. 

I lived with Colonel Smith since I was a 
mere boy, for some thirty-eight years. I had 
great respect for him and looked on him as 
I would my own father, and naturally I had 
no patience and could not tolerate the scur-

THE ADENOID COUGH. 

Young adults as well as young children 
are subject to hypertrophy or thickening of 
the adenoid body, so-called adenoid 
“growths.” The adenoid body is a sort of 
third tonsil on the roof of the pharynx or 
throat up behind the soft palate, just out 
of sight. It undergoes thickening as a re- 
sult of the same conditions as are known to 
cause enlargment of the tonsils, namely, re- 
peated infections acquired from other per- 
sons with so-called “cold” and sore throats, 
and in our opinion, only through personal 
contact indoors. We believe that respira- 
tory infections are practically never acquired 
in the open air. We know, as doctors every- 
where know, that such infections are re- 
markably infrequent in the open air school- 
room, and shamefully frequent in the ordi- 
nary schoolroom. 

Children or young adults with thickened 
or chronically inflamed adenoid bodies 
usually have more or less cough. This cough 


amounts to a mere irritability of the throat, 

erhaps some morning coughing, as a rule; 
ut there are periods when it is a harsh, 
barking, annoying and to the parents, per- 
haps, an alarming cough. ese periods 
represent temporary exacerbation of the 
inflammation or re-infection with a new 
crop of “cold” germs from some other nose 
or throat. 

To intimate that every case of adenoid 
enlargment demands an operation would be 
absurd. The condition is very often amen- 
able to local medicinal applications and 
general correction of bad hygiene. So it is 
the analogous condition of enlarged tonsils. 
Operation is not the first choice, but the 
last resort in treatment. 

While a mother may be taught to make 
topical applications directly to a child’s en- 
larged tonsils, only a physician can thus 
treat adenoid enlargement, because he must 
approach the disease through the nasal cham- 
bers. The other route, through the mouth, 
is seldom practicable, because it so easily 
excites retching. 

Adenoid thickening can scarcely occur 
without some attendant inflammatory thick- 
ening’ of the lining of the rear nasal cham- 
bers—simple rhinitis. Simple rhinitis in 
itself, we have repeatedly noticed, will give 
rise to the most annoying chronic cough 
which nothing will relieve except local 
medicinal applications and correction of 
hygienic errors. 

For that matter, neither medicinal nor 
Surgical treatment of nose and throat 
troubles can be expected to give lasting 
benefit unless the individual’s bad hygienic 
environment is corrected, for faulty hygiene 
is the ultimate cause.

Forty .women representing as many 
chapters e Southern division of the 
National Cross Society assembled 
in the Atlanta Red Cross house yes 
terday and heard from Miss Marjorie 
Brown the latest message pertaining 
to the needs of the hospitals of the war 
zone, and also how to make the new 
surgical dressings the war hospitals 
are calling for. 

/ The chapter heads came at the call of 
Mrs. John W. Grant, chairman of the 
Women’s Bureau, Southern division, on 
three days’ notice and many of them 
return home today, taking the message 
and the information which Miss Brown 
so dramatically and impressively 
stressed at a four-hour conference. 

Mra. Grant’s Work. 

When Mrs. Grant received the news 
last week that Major Grason Murphy 
had returned temporarily from his mis- 
sion in France that he might bring di- 
rectly to America’s Red Cross workers 
the story of the war hospitals and the 
need of the soldiers and people of the 
war zone, she appointed Miss Marjorie 
Brown to go to Washington, that she 
might receive the message directly, and 
bring back to the southern women 
workers all information necessary for 
their continued and efficient work. 

Miss Brown returned on Monday and 
spent Monday and Tuesday in instruct- 
ing nine of Atlanta’s Red Cross work- 
ers, who, in turn, will instruct 
Atlanta women in the new work. 

Yesterday Miss Brown met with the 
various representatives from chapters 
outside Atlanta and gave them the 
same inspiring information. 

The conference opened in the morn- 
ing and was addressed by Mrs. Grant, 
who outlined clearly the purpose of the 
meeting, that the directions brought 
by Major Murphy and his assistants 
from France might be spread at once 
through the Red Cross workers of the 
Southern division. Her address was a 
beautiful appeal for Red Cross work.

Valdosta, Ga., November 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Sensational disclosures relative 
to conditions at the Lowndes county 
jail, are embodied in the general pre- 
sentments of the grand jury made pub- 
lic today. Conditions uncovered by & 


committee from the grand jury which | 


visited the jail are said to have called 
for the severest condemnation. The 
language employed by the jury in its 
characterization of the prison would 
indicate that the conduct of the prison 
could not have been much worse. The 


jury states: 
“It is with extreme humiliation that 
this grand jury, after a most thorough 


linvestigation, finds and reports past 


conditions in our county jail such as 
to call to mind the Spanish inquisition, 
—a house of prostitution, profanity, 
abuse, mistreatment, whisky selling, 
drunkenness and filth. It is impossible 


for this jury to record all of the many 


illegal, immoral, brutal and iniquitious 
acts.shown by much evidence against 
employees, acting in an official and 
semi-official capacity and it is hard 
to conceive how our sheriff could be 


ignorant of such conditions, covering 
a period of many months. Sheriff 
Passmore has expressed himself to us as 
shocked and completely dumfounded 
by the revelations and promised 
immediate changes and drastic remedy 
to put our prison house within the 
pale of civilization.” 

Jailor D. B. Moore, against whom an 
indictment was found by the grand 
jury charging him with selling whisky 
from the jail, and which will probably 
be tried at this term of superior court, 
resigned the day after the visit of the 
ase jury committee to the prison. 

he jailer was in charge of the prison 
for several months. Two indictments 
against Deputy Sheriff D. B. Moore, 
Jr., were also returned by the jury, 
charging mistreatment of prisoners. 

Among the cases tried in court today 
was that against W. R. Bohannen for 
bigamy. He was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to two years on the chaingang. 

Sheriff J. Passmore was found 
guilty of assault and battery in an at- 
tack upon C, C. Brantley, editor of The 
Valdosta Times, sentence on the sheriff 
has not yet been passed.

New York, November 28.—The cotton 
market showed renewed irregularity 
today with the tone rather nervous, al-

No permits are to be issued 
for these articles except by specific 
authority of this committee.”
